for higher gas rates. The needed increase would amount to about 


85c a month or 2% c per day for the average customer. 


For over 30 years the price of 
gas to Southern California hom e­ 
makers went steadily downward. 
Then about tw o years ago we 
w ere forced by higher costs to 
seek an adjustment o f our rates.

B ut th e u n u su a l g ro w th in 
Southern California lias required 
rapid expansion of our entire sys­ 
tem — including large new pipe­ 
lines to bring additional supplies 
of natural gas from as far away as 
texas. W hen these facilities must 
be built at today's high prices, the 
colt it out of proportion to the addi­ 
tional income from the nett custom.

We are constantly adding to 
our system M keep pace with this 
growth. Also, We must plan ahead 
to have adequate supplies o f gas 
for Southern California. But the 
new gas mains at.d uther neces­ 
sary equipm ent cost a great deal 
of money—an estimated $15,000 . 
000 for 1951 alone. 


In the main, this ness *uonev 
cannot come out o f what ycA pay 
for gas. It must be obtained from 
outside our business—that is, fro si 
people who choose to invest thei • 
savings in our company. To make 
this possible, they must have con­ 
fidence in the outlook for our 
business. 


As you know in your ow n home 
or business, the cost o f alm ost 
everything you buy has soared. 
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Inflation has hit our business, 
too. Everything we buy or use has 
gone up again and again. Our 
w age levels are 109% higher 
than in 1940. Gas costs us 72% 
more to buy than in 1940. By the 
end of 1951, it w ill cost us 20% 
m ore than just two years ago. And 
F ederal tax rates have nearly 
doubled since before the w ar. 


O ur organization has worked con­ 
stantly for more efficient opera­ 
tion, advanced engineering and 
production, and overall econo­ 
mies. But in spite of this, our costs 
have continued to rise.

According to the G overnm ent’s 
Bureau o f Labor Statistics, the 
overall cost of living in Los An­ 
geles is up 82% since 1940.

As a public utility, we have both 
the opportunity and the obliga­ 
tion to grow with Southern Cali­ 
fornia.
